A13:  As  of  September  28,  2015,  33  EPA  and  Coast  Guard  personnel  and  contractors  were 
working  at  the  mine  site  and  29  EPA  personnel  and  contractors  were  working  at  the  Incident 
Command  Post  in  Durango.  Over  the  next  12  months  EPA  anticipates  scaling  down  dramatically 
the  number  of  contractors  in  the  Silverton-Durango  region.  While  scaled-down,  there  will  be  a 
continued  local  presence  supporting  work  at  the  mine  site  operating  the  temporary  water 
treatment  plant,  stabilizing  the  Gold  King  Mine  adit,  installing  and  assessing  the  Red  and  Bonita 
bulkhead,  and  implementing  the  Monitoring  Plan  on  Cement  Creek  and  the  Animas  and  San 
Juan  Rivers.
